THE EARTHQUAKE IN JAPAN, 
Further tclographio news from Kumamo- 


to, dated the 29th inatant at 2.35 pm, 


shows that the earthquake of the 28th, 
though evidently the most serious that bas 
occurred in Japan during the past thirty 
years, did not canse such wholesale injury 


to life and limb as was at first feared. In. 


the town of Kumamoto tho list of casualties 
is three persons crushid to death and six 
wounded; twenty-two -houses thrown 
down; aixteen partially _ wrecked, and 
seven bridyes-broken. In tho noighbouring 
district of Akita, ‘however, the force of the 
shock seoms to. have- been felt more 
severely. There fifteen lives were lost, 
thirteen persons were injured, and thirty- 
two dwellings voro overthrown, while 
many farm-howsea wera more OF leas 
damaged... The Prefectural Offices and jail 
in Kumamoto escaped with the loss of 
souie fences, tut the work-rooma of the 
criminals conderuned to hard labour were 
so much shattered that it was found 
neccasary tv suspend. work. Minor shocks 
of earthquake were atill felt in Hivo 
provines at the time of the despatch of the 
telegram. Further intelligence shows that 
the same earthquake was experienced, at 
11.45 p.m., on the, 28th instant, in the 
province of Chikugd,. which “lies imue- 
diately north of Higo. Loss of life. und 
other casualties ocgyrred thure algo,‘ but 
details are not yet cullected. It appears 
from the official telegrams that the volcano 
‘of Aso did- not show eny signs of activity. 
at the time of the ~ catastrophe, byt 
information from other. sources indicates 
that for some days.svunds of an ominous 
cbaracter had pruceaded fromthe moun-
